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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant should amend the claims since claims 6-9 would be objected to under 37 CFR § 1 .75(c) as 
being in improper form because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative 
only. SeeMPEP§ 608.01 (n). 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16, drawn to agonistic CD40-specific molecules / antibodies and cell lines producing said 
antibodies, classified in Class 435, subclass 536 and Class 530, subclass 387.1. 

II. Claims 17-20, drawn to gene constructs encoding CD40-specific agonistic molecules / antibodies and 
cells comprising said gene constructs, classified in Class 536, subclasses 23.5 Class 435, subclasses 
69.1, 252.3,320.1,440. 

3. Inventions I and II are different products. Agonistic CD40-specific molecules such as CD40-specific 
antibodies and gene constructs and cell lines are distinct because their structures and modes of action are 
different, which require non-coextensive searches. The products are different with respect to biochemical 
properties; including primary, secondary and tertiary structure. Therefore, they are patentably distinct. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for any group 
from Groups l-ll is not required for any other group from Groups HI and Groups Ml have acquired a 
separate status in the art and the searches are not co-extensive and encompass and divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an election of 
the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the inventorship 
must be amended in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1 .48(b) if one or more of the currently named inventors is 
no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship
